STRIKER IS
SHOT DEAD

Assails Young Press Feeder and
as a Result Gives Up
His Life.

SECONDDEATHDURINGSTRIKE

Franklin Unfon Being Scored by
Grand Juries and Ofticers
at Chicago for Their
Outrages.

Chlcago, April 9. —Another name has
been added to the death roll that dls-
tinguishes the progress of the Frank-
lin Unlon’s labor war on the Interna-
tlonnl Assoclation of Eressmen. Roy
Truvis, an 18-year-old press feeder, be-
Ing  amsaulted by Franklin Unlon
pickets, drew his revolver and fatally
wounded Michael Boland early today.
He dled while on the way to tha county
hospital.
Travis Is employed by a firm of
printers In Clinton street and was re-
turning from lunch when accosted by
three pickets. He succeeded In getting
past two of them only to be attacked
by Boland, the third man, and the
shooling followed. Travis, who shows
evidences of a severe beating, was ar-
rested.
The strike of No, 4 Unlon of Press
Feeders has been marked by one pre-
vious klling and nearly 100 assaults,
some of which were marked by serious
consequences, the victims belng con-
fined to hospitals for months. Scores
